2. This application lacks formal drawings for Figs. 9-1 1 . The informal drawings filed 
in this application are acceptable for examination purposes.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Snow(US Patent No. 1,989,773). 
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Snow teaches an apparatus and method including a plurality of filter sticks(22), 
fluid mixture delivery container(20), and a positioning attachment(27,28). 
5. Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
German patent 328826. 

German patent 328826 teaches an apparatus and method including a plurality of 
filter sticks(a), fluid mixture delivery container(e), and a positioning attachment(note 
holes in e). 

6. Claims 1-2 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Lefebvre(US Patent No. 3,748,828). 

Lefebvre teaches an apparatus and method including a plurality of filter sticks(l), 
fluid mixture delivery container(4), removable lid(17) and a positioning attachment(2). 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person liaving ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lefebvre(US Patent No. 3.748,828). 

Lefebvre discloses the apparatus essentially as claimed, supra, except the 
removable lid being located at the bottom of the filter sticks. However, mere relocation 
of parts when the function of the device is not otherwise effected is an obvious 
modification to one of ordinary skill in the art. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to locate the removable lid of Lefebvre 
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at the bottom of the filter sticks in order to access the sticks when spacing 
considerations of locating the apparatus make it impractical to access the filter sticks 
from the top side. 

9. Claims 3-4, 7-13, and 17-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 0. Claims 24 -33 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

1 1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teach nor suggest the claimed features of the dependent claims 3-4,7- 
13,17-23 in combination with the independent claim and any intervening claims. None of 
the prior art of record teach nor suggest the claimed features of an apparatus to 
provide a desired smell into the environment including one or more fluid conduction 
sticks, scented fluid mixture conducted along the sticks, and fluid delivery container for 
delivering the scented mixture to the sticks.
